A. cuerary amount of explanation hus now 
reached us with regard to the threatened 
deportation of Mr. Joun Cowen, up to his 
resignation on the 5th instant Editor of 
the China Timea, frow Tientsin in conse- 
quence of an article denouncing Russian 
cruelties in the North. The light thrown 
on the subject gives a slightly difforent 
aspect to the ease. It ‘is not clear what 
part the “military authorities” mentioned 
jn our Tientsia telegram which we publish- 
edon the 2nd instant took in the affair. 
Tt may be that they prompted the action of 
the British Consul-General. At avy rate, 
ou the 24th February an article appeared 
inthe China Times an the ill-treatment by 
-the Russians of the Japanese relugeds on 
tho steamer Wenehow, which left Port
